Dr. Lyon’s bibliography covered the period 1940 to 
1949 and thus supplen^nted Dr. Earl J. McGrath's, “A 
Bibliography on (General Education,” The Educational Rec- 
ordy XXI (19^), 90-118. These two bibliographies were- 
reprinted in pamphlet forni hy 'The Journal of General 
Education in 1950. Articles appearing in volumes I to VII, 
No. 3, of TAe Journal of Oeneral Education are . indexed in 
this publication and therefore are not included in the present 
bibliography. 

In compiling this 'bibliography bn general education an 
attempt has been made to include only articles and materials : 
(1) reporting practices and experiences that would assist 
individuals inteibsted and working in the held; (2) offering 
concrete examples of operating programs; (3) significantly 
and specifically related to general education ; (4) clearly con- 
cerned with hi^er education; and (6) available in the usual 
library sources.
